Sunday Evening in Montevideo, 
duly 15, 1917. 


My frienisy; 


Among all the demonstrations of affectionate welcome which I have 
had to interpret into words, as President of the Popular Committee which has 
organized them, nome, I assure you, has moved me more profounily than this 
one, so modest in appearance, in vhich we offer you a family reunion, and 
where, ac a father at the heal of his table, I am called upon to ask the accus- 
tomed bless ing. 


I had the honor of voicing the sentiment of the Uruguayan people 
when they unanimously, overflowing with acclamations, thronged on land and 
sea to met youe From the balcony of the United States Legation I said to 
forty thousand of my fellow countrymen there met in the public street, that 
it was a aplemlid truth which they joyously felt ami lowily proclaimed; that 
we Uruguayans, sons of Artigas, are brothers of the Americans, sons of Wash- 
ington; but that we are brothera not so much by the geographical or mterial 
wmity of the Contineat in which we live, but by somthing mich deeper, som- 
thing that eprings from the very roote of our being; because w Uruguayans 
and North Americans, like all the other peoples of America, sre sons of oné 
common mother, the alma mater Democracy, mother at once of Peace, Liberty 
and Justice. 


It ia the breath, indeed, of that great lady of ours, Democracy, 
my frienis, waich waves those glorious banners that you unfurl on your mat- 
heads; it is her breath which carries them into this war that America has not 
provoked, but that has struck her to the heart with its mailed fist and has 
aroused her in the name of her duty tovmrd humanity; it is, in a word, that 
which now welds in a great embrace your ensigna filled with the ligt of the 
stars and ours filled with the splendor of the gun and makes of them ome benef- 
icent constellation. 


But this momnt has com in wiich I find myself in relation not with 
@ great mtlitude or a gigantic collective person, but in immediate ani af fect- 
ionate contact with men whom we love individually, with spirits that are to us 
real favorites; with each ami all of you, valiant and gocd seamen of our great 
sister, toward whom I feel an irresistible impulse of genuine affection. 


Ani this constitutes, my friends, the most int@mate of brotherhoods. 
If the fraternity of ow countries coms from the common mother, Democracy, 
this of thich I now speak, this which inspires in me such warmth of affection 
and interest in each and every one of you, this coms from something higher 
end more enduring, our commoy universal Father, our Father which is in Heaven, 
and vho is om with the Son thom we all warrenty Jesus Christ the Divine he- 
deemer of men. 


I wish to speak to you of Him on this occasion, my friends md broth- 
erg, because I wish to leave in your souls aa the most precious remembrance of 
my country, living and eternal words. Cherish then aa precious jewels, in the 
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depths, in the most intimate end hidden recesses of the secret places of your 
hearts» 


Thia house that we have specially prepared for you in order that you 
might pasa here in innocent ama pleasant ocoupation your leisure time, in order 
that you might find here a reflection of your far away hom, in order that you 
might here renew the memory of your fathers, of your mothers, of your sweet- 
hearts, who are now thinking of you; of your native land in whieh your absence 
is felt while you ere away on the ¢all of your country; this house and thie met- 
ing which we offer you show that we Uruguayans have been thinking of you all in- 
dividual ly, that we have seen in the crews of your formidable warships not only 
the units of an army which is passing, but the members of a family, with whom 
we share our hom; not an anonymous group of beings destined to die, but 4 hand~ 
ful of beloved brothers for whose life w raise our prayer to our common Father 
and whom we would wish to embrace ome by one, to save one by one from the dan- 
gers ani hidden enemies, not only material but moral as well, which may rise to 
meet them in their unselfish journeyings to md fro by sea ani lend. 


I see now before m that fair young sailer, almost a child, who looks 
at me with his large blue eyes full of memories . . » and that other « + + yes, 
hundreds of others . . » A profound feeling of personal affection, I was going 
to say fatherly affection, is awakened in my heart and surges up to irritate 
my eyes. I am thinking of the pwre and lovely things which bind men closest 
together; I feel that the strongest of ties is being mit between my soul md 
yous, my brave lads, joyous heralds of mother Amrica, soldiers of Justice, of 
right, and of peace? 


And my soul ie Lifted instinctively toward our common Father, toward 
the provident Father which is in Heaven. 


I come to bid you farewell, my friends; w shall probably not meet 
again on earth . . . Will you keep my remembrance, the greetings of snonymous 
friends vho have loved you in Montevideo and whom you have mt on your passing 
visit to this good land of Uruguay? 


This remembrance may become vague, or even vanish; the winis of the 
seas, the vivid presence of other lands, will dissipate it like a vapor. Sut 
there ig one tie, one only, which the winie will not dispel. When on the star- 
lit nights in the midst of the infinite ocean, you pass the slow hours of the 
night watch at the foot of your formidable cannon, more thm once you will lift 
your eyes to the firmament above, and more than once you will feel pass among 
the constellations the memories of the absent country for whose glory you strug- 
gle, ani they willfill your hearts with peace, with energy, with valor; you will 
gee there the @ of those vho love you mogt in all the world ani whom you 
have left in your native land, the image perchance of your mothers who in those 
very moments will be lifting their Christian prayers to Heaven fa you that God 
may keep you in His care ani that in your journeyings over far away seag and 
lanis He may give you friends who may have toward you something of the paternal 
affection, who may see in you not only the strong arms of warriors, but noble 
and Christian spirits, am who may speak to you now and again of God, af Jesus 
Christ the Redeemer, of purity, of confidence in the Heavenly Father, of the 
fulfilment of yow duties toward the gool God, tovard your fellowmen and toward 
your se¢lve a. 


That is whet w wish to be to you at this moment; the friends of your 
gouls who give you, among the transitory things, the living word which camot 
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pass away; friends who may be to you im place of mothers, sisters, andi those 
who love you most intensely. 


It is well to renember, my friends, that among the many who show you 
attentions in a more or less collective ami superficial fashion, there remain 
in Uruguay those who have loved you individually and who will follow you with 
affection after you have abandoned our hospitable harbor; remember, young amd 
valiant sailors of the democratic fleet, that some there are who, on remomber- 
ing this group of fair and youthful heads uniformed in white, will 1ift their 
spirits to the Father which is in Heaven, and will pray that on every one may 
come His ommipotent protection, His illuminating inspirations, His fortituie 
and Hie peace; they will ask that He guard you from the moral and material 
dengera that rise to meet you, and that He return you well and safe to your 
beloved homeland - better even and stronger then when you set out from her 
ahorege 


And this 1% will be, my friends, because the way you take is the 
way of virtue oni heroimn. That star spangled banner of your country, under 
whose shadow you sail the seas, is a sacred thing, ss you well know; in her 
folds there floats the very Spirit of God, the God that inupired your virtu- 
ous Washington, and to whom the framers of your Constitution raised their 
devout invocations; that banner will inspire you always with sent inenta of 
valor ami heroism, and it will lead you in the way of victory» 


But do not forget, friends, thet the most glorious of victories, 
that which is most worthy of your flag, will be that which you gain over 
your own selves, by being strong in character, men of virtue and of heroic 
will. 


I recall at this moment that, at the beginning of this war when 
invaded Belgium saw her youth fall sacrificed in the vanguard of her heroics 
resistance, the Belgian mothers cried out in anguish, but firm ag the Chriat~ 
jan martyra, to the great Cardinal Mercier, Archbishop of Walinas; "Are these 
our sons who die on the field, mrtyrs for the faith?" ‘Remember for your 
supreme consolation," the illustrious prelate, deeply moved, but serene, 
answered the mothers Imeeling before him, “remember that many of those young 
wen your sons who possibly might not have had the valor to live well, have 
had it to die wlle ‘They have been happy to die for their country." 


And you too be thus, my friends, living by your country and for her; 
be worthy of life and you will be worthy of a glorious death - death which 
aWaite us all on the horizon more or less near, the ase in wat as in peace; 
be noble ciaracters; be strong and valiant as men and you will be such ag 
soldiers; know how to vanquish the enemies within you am you will conquer 
those without, however strong; be good sons of your Father which is in Heaven 
and so, and only 30, will you be worthy sons of your American homelani which 
ia on the earth, of the noble lady Democracy, our sommon mother, in whose 
defence you have taken up arma, ami wiich is nothing else than virtue, self- 
denial in favor of the social wellbeing, the sacrifice of the personal to the 
collective will, on the part of the great majority of citizens. 


I om very sure that you will always be such for the glory of our 
democratic America. for this reason I speak to you in thia fatherly manner, 
because I know well that I am not acattering seed in your souls, but watering 
rather that which is already there, sown by your yarents and full of germinat- 
ing lifes any, and most happy, are the memwries left in Montevideo by the 
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notable aml gracious visit of the United States Fleet to which you belong, 
but, my valiant sailors, of all these memories the most gratifying and last- 
ing is that of yow ow conduct among us; we have seen you in our streets 
and even in our churches as modela of democratic culture; you have left us 
the example of an army of gentlemen above reproach, of men truly free and, 
what is more, of citizens worthy of that freedom, masters of themselves. 


farewell then, brave soldiers of our free and republican America. 
I have given you in my words the most precious thing which I have been able 
to find for you in the depths of my soul, the best that ag o parting gift, 
I believe is to be foumd among the riches of this my country of Uruguay: 
paternal inspirations, sincere love for your soula. iiverything else passes 
away, this alone remins to, ani throughout, eternity. 


Continue then, with valor and with unwavering faith in victory, 
yow glorious journeyings on the great deep in the beneficent shadow of your 
spotless banner. Cherish with affection the remembrance of this land of 
Uruguay, whose fraternal embrace your very hearts have felt. 

Goalbye, friends, may you be happy.

EXTRACT from Letter of Mr. W. E. Browning to Mre Re Ee Speer, 
December 12, 1922: 


"There are a lot of problems that I want to have the opportunity of 

going over with you, some time, if we can get together. I wonder, 

for example, if you are never tempted to lose faith in the final 

outcome of all that we are trying to do, especially on such a trip 

as you have just taken, in the midst of paganism, and in the presence 

of the comparatively slight progress that Christianity has made after 

all these years. I know that other men confess to this temptation. 

I know that it is hard to keep it out of my own thinking. Down here 

I am thrown into contact with thinking men, nearly all of whom are 
doubters, if not declared atheists, aud they put up some difficult 
questions. But I find it less difficult to meet these Latin Americans 

and discuss these problems, with some hope of having made progress, 

than many of my own race and, presumably, of evangelical training. In 
other words, one of the greatest problems in the work here, - as it may 

be in other lands, - is the attitude of those from whom we have a right 

to expect better things, even help. I wish I could find one of my own 
coutrymen, even Presbyterians, who, in their travels through these lands, 
would evince even a slight degree of sympathy for the work of missions} 
The preferred attitude is one of cynicism or direct criticism, although 
they may confess, in the next breath, that they have not seen any of our 
work. Only this morning one of the men on board came along and tried to 
get into an argument on the point, condemning all mission work among even 
the Indians of the continent. It developed, of course, that he had seen 
only the coast towns, had not met, so far as he knew, a single pure Indian, 
and knows absolutely nothing ahout the situation of those who live up in 
the interior. However, in his own opinicn, he knows more about the situa- 
tion than I do, and my own suggestions as to the need of helping the indi- 
genous population fell of deaf ears, 


I have longed to meet one single representative of the great repub- 
lic of the North who would stand up for our prohibitory amendment - and on 
this trip my ambition has been satisfied! I have found such aman. But, 
he is a Roman Catholic, born in New Mexico, of French parentage, and long a 
resident in California in the wine-growing district: In other words, just 
the man whom one would expect to defending boose in all its forms. Men and 
women, American citizens, openly flout the idea of the effectiveness of the 
law and give an example of the enormous power of certain members of the 
human race to absorb booze without, in most cases, becoming maudlin. What 
does it all mean? Has religion lost its power in our own land? Or do 
only degraded specimens of our race travel down this way? Of course I de 
not get into conversation with all on board such a boat as this, and I 
know there must be some who, at least if cornered, would admit the efficacy- 
of the 18 amendment etc., but they must be few. 


As I started out to say, I wonder if all this does not affect you, 
and I have often wanted to know if, in the midst of it all, you can go on 
your way with absolute confidence in the final outcome, the ultimate triumph 
of all that which you stand for in the eyes of such a multitude.

Dr. Browning spoke on how they are meeting that problem in 
other countries. In Chile most of their schoola are for the 
Lower classed, Ag we ell know the natives of Chile are the 
most iLlitexate of all the Latin American countries. Do not 
give up the idea of a union college just because it cannot be 
done today, you can do a greet deal in preparation for it. They 
have them throughout Peru, Chile, Argentine. In Brazil they 
have a union seminary which admits only the advanced students. 
in Sec Paolo the Presbyterians have a university giving advenced 
We Oars «. Inthe other countries they are training them until they 
can learn theology. The crown of all theological seminarges 
is the cooperative work back of Montévideo. We have done Little 
te reach the educated. We are plaming to put in Montevideo a 
college to give advanced professional and theological work. Now 
we heve a few promised students but we only expect six or so to 
begin, We expect to accomplish this by setting aside one sshool 
for those who are very much advanced. Dont give up besause he 
is unprepared. Teach the three Rs first, Reading, "Riting and 
"Rithmetia, and then you can teech him theology.

I travelled fifteen hundred miles in the interior and never saw 
# hospitel I sew towne practically full of sick folks. — In one 
places every house hed some one sick and many were dying. It is 
apgalling the nwaber of people in the interior that are dying 
for leck of medicine and hospitals. the way to alleviate this 
condition should be through the missionary but with the gospel first. 
How about the free doctors, those who give free consultations? 
it is generally agreed that they do it to seli patent medi cines. 
It is something like the old folks at hom who are always sick 
and go to the doctor every Mondsy morning and he gives them @ 
perscription for some cheap useless powder or pills just to make 
them feel better about it. 


I asked him if ne thought it would be feasible to have a 
Protestent Hospital in Ceracas. He said no, that a clinic 
assiated by the various doctors of the city and with the mission: 
aries in charge would be a good thing, possibly eharging the people 
& ihe for the medieine and bring the medicine direst from -the 
north, 


The dootor wirh whom @ talked said thet it would probably 
be best to bring down graduate surses from the north and train 
native giris. The doctors in the clinic could train them also 
and later they could be used as Bible women and to visit the poor 


T asked him if there had ever been lectures on the moral 
sonditionsa prevailing and he said yes. He and one other had 
given Lectures medicine snd social purity to etudents. One 
gave lectures in the achool of arts and also lectures on the 
care of children to women. The Seventh Day Adventists has 
given some lectures on sanitation. 1f told the doctor that the 
next time he was going to give such lectures to let us know and 
we woule endeavor to distribute hand billie and interest the 
people in the meeting 


In the schools we had I gave lestures on these things and one 
doctor gave me a book which is very gvod for teaching slemontery 
things on these subjects.

It has deen Brother 
Hagberg’s work to get in touch with thos. books which are best 
for the school and he has found that many Pine schoo”, books are 
published in Spanish and we have them in Maracaibo- There are 
not many religious books published in Spanish. But this I wish 
to say, there ere many goed Spanish school books in the States 
and they have a large circulabion. 


The Best use of Literatures I do not quite grasp that aubjeat 
but the best uae of Literature is to improve our mental and 
spiritual capacity. , . 


Development of Uniou Centers: The used, Christian Litersture 


.is one of the precicus fruite of Christian activity. It has first 


of all its center in the heart of the man whe writes and then ite 
center wheres it is publishsd. Tne author is net the man who should 
publish it. The order is: the Holy Spirit, the heart of the author 
and then the press.

must have Christian Literature It is a erime to teach the 
Venezuelan to read if you don't provide Christian literature for 

him to read. You esk for teachers and not for literature, 


Why do not we have theologrical books? Beeause there is no 
money in it. The boards at home do not see the need of it. 
4t home they say that the publishing houses can only sell or 
ciroulate a thousand books and there is no money in it unlees 
you ¢an seli at Isast five thousand. in Mexico they cannot 
cir culate more than one thousand as they seldom are sold outside 
of their own denomination 


Walon conters can produce better literature berause it can 
get better men and materials. However the literature produced 
and the man are a great deal more important than the center, 
The union center would not eliminate the other papers nor the 
deposits of books in each mtsaaion, Bach large church should . 
have its own paper. ‘The miseionary should be the book agent 
in that center. The missionary mist know how to write letters 
and how to send money as the nativea seldom know how, I say 
again that the wnion center is importent but the Literature 
produced and the man behind the paper is vastly more important,

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La Nueva Democracio; It is not evangelistic and consequently 
the churches are very slow in using 1t. It is the most sdusated 
Spanish paper. . It is most needed but T Say again it dooa not 
serve the evangelical church. Those who ere Laying down their 
lives for the Nueva Democracia are asking why the church doesnot 
back up the paper. We do not feel wrong a >our iheir ideals but 
we of the evangelical church want to see scv avon  ellowship 
and so forth, not by material, means but wanes cxine ,oMity of Life 
through Jesus Christ.

At first they were looked on with much hestility by the reactionary elemerts 
who used the fourth article of the constitution as a shield for all their 
attacks, 


But Congress, fellerine the opinion of modern times, suppressed the 
part of the constitution sawn hie publis worship of different religious 
sects ami from then on the persecution of the Protestant has not been genexl 
but occasional. The recent attack cpatnet a, peer of Protestants in Huanuco 
was sporadic, 

Under the protection of ferietotts Liberty which is implied in the 
constitution now the Protestants have intensified their work, Although ths 
work d@ s not interest us in its as kan aspect, still it de s in its mor 
al and civic aides, which % are being developed with a perseverance worthy 
of assistance and commendation. 

The Protestants are directing thtir actions toward correcting 
the immoral customs of the Indians am what is more interesting, toward 
combating alcoholism, the terribl e scourge ¢ our indigenove population, 
This Rael cts ob ect SO the health and virility of the race, While this 
abominable vice was not taken to the mountains by the Catholic priests,yet 
unfertunately it has been tolerated by them for they have permitted alcohol 
to play a principal part in their alee festivite s to excite them to 
devotion and worship. 

On the other hand, Protestant preachers by word and example 
in a manner at the same time knidly and austere, are carying on an implacake 
crusade against the demon drink; and it is due to their incessant and untiv 
ing labors, to their indefatigable propaganda that the Peruvian Congress hs 
passed a -law repressing to a degree alcoholism, a law which will produce won 
derful benefits for the futute of our race,

A group of drunken individuals stoned the private house of a 
neighbor in whose house there w as a Protestant preaching hall and when the 
owner of the place asked the bishop of Huanuco to use his spiritual author 
ityto suppress the fury of the disturbers the diocese prefect in a very 
original and war like document, even as he protested against the imputaion 
that he was th instigator of the crime, at the same time, proclaime d that 
the actions of the owner of the house and of all who attended the religiow 
meetings constituted a mortal sin, he ended by quoting as explanation of 
the attack" He who sows to the winds shall reap the whirlwind," 

We believe that tle bishop of Huanuco has net been as prudent aid 
as circumspect as he should have been as regards his obligations to the post 
he holds, @this document he Toe tees states approval of the conduct of tk 
rioters which he should have condemned with all energy, with strong criticim 
and without thsse intemperate statements that had no place in tk affair, Tk 
Cgtholic priests aye to-day to use all their force and all their authority 
to keep the Protestants ferm eine impeded in their work because the price sts 
themselves are in the beet situation to understand that protestant teachings 
ammeral habits constitute a moral peut coordinate with what they ought to be 
be aly te pee at least» tle y should not themselves impede the labor of the 
Proeestants, 

More than this it is up to the authoriti&s to give to the Protess 
ants all paooehiy Weueanties and sufficient protection so that th y may fuf- 


fill their moral mission which shall redound to the public good,
